LONDON, March ZL—An engagement 
occurred yesterday off the Belgian coast 
between four British and three German 
destroyers. Two of the German vessels 
were hit. Four men on the British boats 
were wounded. 

The official account of the action fol- 
lowe: 

Yesterday morning four British de- 
stroyers sighted three German de- 
stroyers off the Belgian coast. The 
German destroyers at once turned and 
ran for Zeebrugge, chased by our on 
destroyers. 

Shots were exchanged. During this 
short running fight two enemy boats 
were observed to have been hit. Our 

. casualties were four men wounded. 


First Battle in Many Weeks. 

The clash between the speedy, light 
vessels is the first engagement between 
British and German warcraft in many 
weeks. The German destroyers are be 
Heved to have emerged either from the 
German base at Zeebrugge, Belgium, or 
to have made a dash along the Dutch 
coast from Helgoland, hugging the shore 
line until they enoounteréd the British 
patrol ships. 

Recent weather conditions in the North 
sea and along the Belgian coast have 
been favorable to just such a dash by 
German warcraft. Incoming skippers 
have reported heavy mists overhanging 
the channel and the North sea for sey- 

ral days.

MAKES VON TIRPITZ WRECK

German Admiral, Brooding Over 
Deaths of Friends, Said to Be 


' Mentally and Physically Unfit. 


PARIS, March 21.—Admiral von Tirpitz 
has become a physical and mental wreck 
by brooding over the deaths of many of 
his closest friends in the German navy, 
according to reports in general circula- 
tion in diplomatic and military circles in 
Lucerne and Berne, 

“Von Tirpitz has died a thousand 
deaths since the war began,’’ a high Swiss 
military authority says. He has bade 
farewell to hundreds of splendid young 
submarine officers who went out to perish 
miserably under the water. The code 
among German submariners requires 
they shoot themselves when the situa- 
Hon of the U boat becomes hopeless. 

Von Tirpitz has pictured to himself 
too many terrible under water scenes in- 
volving his friends. It is known beyond 


a doubt that Von Tirpitz felt himself liy- {| 


mg in a world of horrors. Even the kaiser 
u mself was unable to calm his self- 
reproach. 

German military men say the Lusi- 
tania incident was the beginning of Von 
Tirpitz’s breakdown. Each new sinking 
of passenger boats only increased his de- 
pression. 

“The strain became too much. Both 
the foreign and German newspapers—the 
latter boastingly—connected the name of 

Von Tirpitz with submarine horrors. The 
thing became too personal. It simply 
broke him down.“

Authoritative 
reports from neutral and belligerent 
countries, in all continents, tell of rail- 
road and other enterprises which use me- 
chanical equipment going without repair, 
ef stocks of merchandise being kept at 
the fowest possible point on account of 
the influence of current ocean freight | 
rates on prices, and of needs for raw ma- 
terials. In the_period which will follow 
peace the United States, !f equipped with 
commercial information, can be a reat 
benefactor by offering its abundar t sup- 
plies in markets where otherwise prices 
will be exorbitant.“ 


Will Throttle War Plans. 

LONDON, March 21.—Germany will 
never again “raise her helmet in a 
world engaged in péaceful pursuits, Presi- 
dent Walter Runciman of the board of 
trade declared today, officially out!ining 
the allies’ commercial plans after the war.

That 
stands to reason in a country which an- 
nually imports butter worth $30.002 000 
and nearly $8,000,000 of cream, one-th:rd 
of which is used for butter. Half of this 
came from Russia and Finland and aearly 
a third from Holland, which is new ex- 
porting very little nto Germany, due to 
the losses caused by the flood and to the 
greater advantage of using the cream for 

cheese, which is selling at an abnormally

high price now. 


Consequently, with the reduced num- 
ber of pigs in Germany and the new 
limits on pork to be slaughtered, there is 
practically no fat but butter, and the milk 
must be economized to give the Germans 
al least their quarter of a pound of butter 


a week.

Text of Matthews' Letter.

EXPERTS OF U.S

Deep Wells Is Fist San- 
tation se 


0 ? 


BY OSCAR KING DAVIS. 

MANILA, P. I., Jan. 23.—The campaign 
for a supply of pure water has been one 
of the most successful features of the 
American efforts to improve the sanitary 
conditions in the Philippines. 

The Filipinos have been quick to appre- 
ciate American interest in the whole gan- 


ttation problem. They have learned 


with enthusiasm and are eager to push 
on all kinds of work designed to end the 
numerous conditions that have 80 long 


- menaced life here. They have 


prompt to support new measures of legis- 


lation within their own spheres and to 


make individual contributions. 

In the important matter of pure water 
supply, a tremendous advance has been 
made. This has been done by driving 
artesian wells. It was easy to teach the 
Filipinos the importance of having pure 


water,. especially for drinking purposes. 


Then when a method was found for ob- 
taining ample supplies of such water 
they took it up at once with energy. 


Insular Government Leads Way. 
The insular government led the way in 
opening artesian wells and in appropri- 


atling funds for the purchare of the neo- 


essary apparatus. This apparatus was 
placed at the disposal of the provincial 
governments, and in a ehort time the 
work of driving artesian wells was going 
on all ovér the islands. 

Each year more money has deen spent 
by the insular govethment. both in driving 
wells and in the purchase of additional 
machinery. There are now a large 1Uum- 
ber of rigs for driving deep welle owned 
by the insular government, and others 
owned by provincial governments, as well 
as a larger number of rigs for opening 
emalier wells. : 

Municipalities and individuals have fol- 
lowed the lead of tre insular and provin- 


' -@fal governments until there are now 


more than a thousand artesian wells scat- 
tered about the islands. There is no im- 
portant place without its supply of pure 
water, No matter what road you travel 
over you will find these welle at frequent 
intervals, so that it is never necessary to 
go any length of time without fresh pare 
water. 
Pure Water Is Plentiful. 
Many of the larger wells are natural 


‘flowing, and pumpe are installed in the 


nonflowing only. There is hardly a barrio 
along any of the roads now where you do 
not see large or small hydrants marking 
the presence of these new sou: s ot pure 
water. To my mind this is abou. the most 
striking change that has occurred in the 
Philippines in the last sixteen years. 

It is not merely that there is now this 


more than that. For the Filipinos have 
learned to use the pure water not only to 
érink, but for other purposes. They are 
even using it for laundry work, and the 
traveler today does not see the filthy 
streams lined with washerwomen. Nor 
Goes the dweller in the islands suffer the 
penalty of having his clothes washed in 
foul water, as the whole American force 
did that first year of occupation, before 
they learned what the trouble was. 
Bach year sees from fifty to seventy- 
five new deep wells added to the list, and 
many more of the smaller ones. It is 
easy to get excellent water at not too 
great. depths apparently everywhere in 
the islands. Noattempt hag been made to 
use such wells for irrigation purposes. 


Sanitation Experts Busy Men. 
The men endeavoring to settle some of 
the questions of sanitation are at the head 
of the list of busy Americanshere. They

The bureau of health is constantly find- 
ing cases of cholera carriers all through 
the Philippines. Another outbreak is now 
on in the Moro country and all the med-

There is plenty more besides cholera to 
furnish occupation for the sanitation ex- 
perts here. There is the whole range of 
mosquito pests, with their pernicious ma- 
laria in its great variety of forms. There 
is the long list of intestinal disorders. 
And there is that worst pest of all, tuber- 
culosis. | 

In the face of all these the sanitation 
work of the Americans has reduced the 
death rate, curtailed the amount of sick- 

ness, and made the Philippines not only 
more healthy than they were but actually 
has given them a status which compares 
favorably with any other tropical coun- 
try. 


| Part of this work in sanitation has 


been a campaign of education of the peo- 
ple in the importance of cleanly surround- 
ings es well as of cleanly personal hebits. 
This campaign has produced markedly 
favorable results. 


Teach Proper Feeding of Child. 
The constant efforte of the bureau of 
health to improve the knowledge of the 
F 
is beginning to show effect in decreasing

fant mortality. 

The work of the bureau of health h 
brought encouraging results in 

ing the death rate, improving general 
conditions of life, and obtaining better 
water supply, but beyond thet ft has en- 
listed intelligent support and codpera- 
tion from the Filipinos themselves. The 
simple lessons taught to the children in 
the public schools have had an enormous- 
ly beneficia) effect in attracting the at- 
tention of the older people at home, and 
in opening their minds to important facts 
theretofore beyond their range.
